Just like human beings, they need 
bright light or sunlight, in the dey 
and a proper emount of water. 

Wilting, teat yellowing end burn: 
Ing. leaf drop and premature loss 
of fowers can be caused by under- 
watering or over-waterlng plants. 
Thorough watering is important as 
socn ag plants are dry, but avoid 
leaving plants standing in water. 
Functure the tinfoil or heavy papel 
on pots ai the drainage hole to pro 
vide necessary drainage. 

Here are some further sugges 
tions: 

Lower the night temperature t¢ 
prolong the llfe of blooms. Mini- 
mum night temperature foy poin- 
settlag and Christmas begonias 
should be 60 degrees. The desir-
